Southend children’s services not up to standard say Ofsted inspectors 


ROOM TO 
IMPROVE 


CHILDREN’S services in 
Southend “require improvement to 
be good”, according to Ofsted 
inspectors. 

Only two of the five graded areas 
controlled by Southend Council 
were rated as good. But adoption 
services, progress of those leaving 
care into adulthood and its 
approach to tackling child sexual 
exploitation were praised. 

Cllr James Courtenay, executive 
councillor for children and learn¬ 
ing, said: “I am pleased that there 
were many very positive aspects to 
the report, including the assurance 
that children’s immediate safety is 
assured. However, I am disappoint¬ 
ed with the overall judgement and 
have already taken action to ensure 
we start to address the areas Ofsted 
have identified as requiring 
improvement.” 

Cllr Courtenay vowed to “work 
hard” to make sure all children’s 
services are brought up to the 
required standards. 

He added: “I am determined to 
reach the standards required to be 
judged good or outstanding as 
quickly as possible.” 


A comprehensive improvement 
plan will be in place by September. 

The council said it will include 
external monitoring that will be 
publicly available and include input 
by councillors. 

Ofsted only found that concerns 
that children’s immediate safety 
was assured in a majority of cases. 

It raised concerns about cases 
where children did not receive ser¬ 
vices as soon as they should, with 


the council saying it is “deter¬ 
mined” to address this. 

Ofsted recognised the council has 
carried out considerable work 
alongside its partners to develop 
and bring together early interven¬ 
tion services. The report goes on to 
state that “work to secure children’s 
lives through adoption and services 
for care leavers are areas of signifi¬ 
cant strength”. 

The Local Safeguarding Children’s 


Board was also reviewed and was 
judged to require improvement. 

Chris Doorly, chairman of the 
Local Safeguarding Children’s 
Board, defended the service’s work, 
and said: “We will be considering 
the points made.”

• PUPILS in Southend are 
achieving higher than the 
national average for the 
government’s new expected 
standard in Key Stage 2 Sats. 

More than half, 55 percent, 
achieved the expected standard 
in reading, writing and maths 
combined - compared with an 
average of 53 percent in 
England. 

Provisional data from the 
Department for Education, 
shows 78 percent of the 
borough’s Year 6 pupils 
achieved the expected standard 
in writing, compared to 74 
percent in England. 

Seventy per cent of pupils in 
maths and 66 percent in 
reading - were in line with 
national average figures.

Warning over 
online scams 

THE menace of conmen who steal money from 
unwary victims is being highlighted across the 
county as part of Scams Awareness Month. 

Essex County Council trading standards and 
Citizens Advice have joined forces to encourage 
residents to follow the three-step rule - get 
advice, report it and tell others about it - if they 
come across a scam. 

Each week the campaign picks out a different 
fraud trick; this week it is online scams. 

Common scams involve payment cards, where 
details are cloned or stolen and used by third par¬ 
ties; fake goods scams, where consumers buy 
products (such as event tickets, goods or ser¬ 
vices) that do not exist; and dating scams, where 
scammers begin a fake online relationship with 
the victim to con them out of money. 

Trading standards advise: 

■ If it sounds too good to be true, it probably 
is. 

■ No one can win if they have not bought a 
ticket. 

■ Never have to pay anything to get a prize. 

■ When on social media always check the 
account is the official one and not a fake offering 
pretend prizes. 

■ Be careful buying tickets and goods online - 
always use an official retailer. 

■ Use a secure site when you are inputting card 
details. A secure site will have a web address 
beginning with https not http. 

■ Create passwords which are long and use a 
mix of numbers and lower and upper case letters. 

■ Change passwords regularly and don’t share 
them. 

■ No genuine online company will contact you 
to ask for your log in details 

■ Don’t open suspicious or unknown emails, 
email attachments, texts or pop-up messages. 

If you have received a possible scam email, do 
not reply or click on any links. 

Anyone concerned family, friends or a neigh¬ 
bour have been the victim of a scam, can report 
the incident to the trading standards national 
helpline, run by Citizens Advice, on 03454 
040506. 

Drivers ignoring 
simple task of 
wearing seatbelts 

A SUSPECTED drug-driver was arrested and 
112 people were caught not wearing seatbelts 
during a police road safety swoop in Southend. 

Eighty-two drivers and 30 passengers were 
spotted without seatbelts, 19 drivers were using 
mobile phones behind the wheel, nine vehicles 
were seized because the drivers were uninsured 
and 22 vehicles had no valid MOT. 

During the operation on Thursday, July 7, a 28- 
year-old man from Southend was arrested on 
suspicion of drug-driving at Southchurch Road, 
Southend. He has been released on bail. 

Adam Pipe, casualty reduction manager, said: 
“It is always disappointing to see that a number 
of drivers fail to wear a seatbelt. 

“Fastening your seatbelt and making sure your 
passengers are wearing theirs is such a simple 
task and one that could save your life and theirs. 
Please remember to buckle up.”

Three open days axed after rain causes flooding

A HORSE sanctuary is facing 
a financial crisis after its 
grounds endured three months 
of torrential rain. 

Sue Burton, founder of 
Remus Horse Sanctuary, near 
Ingatestone, has appealed for 
public help after three open 
days had to be cancelled due to 
flooding. 

“Those days have cost us at 
least £20,000 in lost funding,” 
said Sue. 

“We suffered terribly from 
the River Wid flooding. Staff 
have had to walk into work 


across fields because the road 
is closed. 

“It’s been absolute chaos. We 
are struggling to cope.” 

After spending two days 
when some parts of the sanctu¬ 
ary were under up to 5 ft of 
flood water last week, the sanc¬ 
tuary was forced to cancel its 
July open day and the accom¬ 
panying dog show. 

Staff care for more than 200 
animals at the sanctuary. 

Sue added: “These events are 
essential to us in order to 
replenish our depleted coffers. 


“We need urgent help and 
would be very grateful for any 
help that the generous public 
can offer us by way of a dona¬ 
tion to one of our appeals, 
organising a fundraising event 
or sponsoring one of the ani¬ 
mals.” 

The sanctuary provides reha¬ 
bilitation and lifetime care for 
more than 200 horses, ponies, 
donkeys, cows, sheep, goats 
and cats.

I ENJOYED reading your arti¬ 
cle (YA, July 8) about the legal 
graffiti wall set up by the 
Growing Together organisation 
and supervised by John Bulley. 

If it’s a success, I hope this 
project can be extended and 
more graffiti walls established 
for youths. 

A certain amount of graffiti 
and tagging is malicious van¬ 
dalism, but generally street art 
is created by people with a 
genuine desire to improve 
those streets. 

Creating spaces where graf¬ 
fiti can be encouraged and 
contained will benefit every¬ 
one. We’ll live in a more 
colourful and vibrant urban 
environment, vandalism won’t 
be eliminated, but will be less¬ 
ened as youngsters are given 
their own space in which to 
create. The artistry of the 
young will be stimulated and 
furthermore we’ll be sending 
an important message - that 
we don’t have to be passive 
spectators of the place in 
which we live but can instead 
work to beautify it, to colour it 
in, to add a bit of ourselves to 
it. There are a few places in 
London where graffiti is legal. 

Scaremongers predicted that 
these might attract violent 
gangs or other problems, but 
that has not been the case. 

One of the graffiti walls, in

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Police investigation

B E CAREFUL what you wish 
for - and if you get it, be 
even more careful - that is 
the message from a production at 
Brentwood Theatre. 

The musical, Into the Woods, 
which will be performed by the 
award-winning amateur theatre 
company, Firebirds, from July 20 
to 23, could be considered a 
morality play. 

It has been described as a “frac¬ 
tured fairy tale” and it certainly has 
moments as dark as anything the 
Brothers Grimm could come up 
with, but also has an underlying 
plea to be more responsible and 
caring towards each other and the 
community. 


What begins as a lively irreverent 
fantasy becomes a moving les¬ 
son. 

The show, produced by singer 
Cathy Edkins, features many well 
known fairytale characters but 
with a different spin. 

There is an ambivalent 
Cinderella, a blood-thirsty Little 
Red Riding Hood, a Prince 
Charming with a roving eye and a 
witch, who raps, plus music and 
lyrics by Stephen Sondheim from 
a book by James Lapine. 

The story revolves round a baker 
and his wife, who learn they have 
been cursed with childlessness by 
the witch next door. They embark 
on a quest for the special objects 
needed to break the spell, swin¬ 
dling, lying to and stealing from 
Cinderella, Little Red Riding hood, 


Rapunzel and Jack, the 
beanstalk-climber, who has to 
beat a Giant, to get them. 

Everyone’s wish is granted at the 
end of Act One, but the conse¬ 
quences of their actions return to 
haunt them later, with disastrous 
results. 

Although they have what they 
wished for, they are still not satis¬ 
fied and want more. 

Act Two builds up to a dramatic 
and dark ending in which a Giant 
plays a fairly scary part. 

Cathy’s Firebirds has become a 
regular at the theatre in Shenfield 
Road, with a production every 
summer for the past three years. 

The venue won a Brent, the the¬ 
atre’s own equivalent of an Oscar 
last year for The Secret Garden. 

Cathy said: “We chose Into the 


Woods because it is an ensemble 
production - we are singers not 
dancers, so this an ideal vehicle 
for us. 

“There is something amazing 
about fairy tales - however frac¬ 
tured - in these stories we meet 
witches and queens, giants and 
elves, princes, dragons, talking 
animals, ogres, princesses, and 
sometimes even fairies. 

“Marvellous and magical things 
happen to characters in fairy tales. 

“A boy may become a bird. A 
princess may sleep for a hundred 
years. 

“A seal may become a girl. 
Objects too can be enchanted — 
mirrors talk, pumpkins become 
carriages, and a lamp may be 
home to a genie.” 

Cathy added that Into the 


Woods was a challenge even 
though it was a fable. 

“It’s no easy option. Sondheim is 
hard to master, very hard. It takes a 
long time to a learn his harmonies 
and especially his unusual - some 
might say outrageous - rhythms. 

“But our actors have all worked 
hard and recent rehearsals have 
been really great fun. 

“A live band based in the wings 
accompanies us all the way 
through,” she added. 

Firebirds has to work on a pretty 
tight budget and has - as Cathy 
puts it - begged and borrowed 
costumes from other groups. 

“We are fortunate to have good 
relationships with other organisa¬ 
tions so we can swap costumes 
and props.

Film-maker Paul Feig. 

The hugely successful director of 
Bridesmaids, The Heat and Spy 
applies a gender reversal to an 
effervescent remake of the 1984 
supernatural comedy about a 
quartet of parapsychologists, who 
make a living capturing spooks in 
New York City. 

Nostalgia oozes like ectoplasm 
from every glossy frame of this 
special effects-laden 

Ghostbusters, including cameos 
for most of the original cast and 
repeated bursts of Ray Parker 
Jnr’s infectious theme song. 

“I ain’t afraid of no ghosts,” 
deadpans one familiar face and it’s 
certainly true that there are few 
jumps in a script co-written by 
Feig and Kate Dippold that awk¬ 
wardly marries spectral scares 
with twisted humour. 

The monstrous Stay Puft 
Marshmallow Man and greedy 
green ghoul Slimer play their part 
too. 

Actress Melissa McCarthy, the 
director’s lucky talisman, is in fine 
fettle, effusively trading quips with 
co-stars including a scene-steal¬ 
ing Chris Hemsworth as the team’s 
hunky male receptionist, Kevin, 
whose chest measurement in inch¬ 
es exceeds his I.Q. 

“You know an aquarium is a sub¬ 
marine for fish,” casually remarks 
the beefcake in one of his cerebral 
interludes. 


Erin Gilbert (Kristen Wiig) hopes 
to secure tenure at Columbia 
University, but her academic future 
is thrown into disarray when child¬ 
hood friend Abby Yates (McCarthy) 
peddles copies of their long for¬ 
gotten 400-page tome, Ghosts 
From The Past: Both Literally & 
Figuratively. 

The two women are reunited in 
the lab where Erin conducts exper¬ 
iments with her madcap protegee, 
nuclear engineer Jillian Holtzmann 
(Kate McKinnon). 

A haunting at Aldridge Mansion 
gives the trio their first glimpse of 
the fight ahead, and soon after, 
ballsy subway worker Patty Tolan 
(Leslie Jones) joins the team, 
blessed with an encyclopaedic 


knowledge of Manhattan’s grim 
history. 

It transpires that a demented 
misfit called Rowan North (Neil 
Casey) is summoning ghosts to 
create a vortex between the living 
and the dead. 

Armed with prototype back¬ 
packs, the gang gallantly races 
into the fray, risking ridicule from 
the media and Mayor Bradley 
(Andy Garcia). 

When disaster looms, Erin pleads 
with Bradley to evacuate the city. 

“Please don’t be like the mayor in 
Jaws!” she screams, urging direct 
action rather than caution. 

Ghostbusters affectionately 
harks back to the series’ glory 
days before the creative misstep 


of the 1989 sequel. 

McCarthy and Wiig rekindle their 
Bridemaids on-screen chemistry, 
with colourful turns from McKinnon 
and Jones, and merciless self¬ 
mockery from Hemsworth. 

The script papers over gaping 
holes, including the absence of a 
back story for kooky arch-villain 
Rowan, with spectacular action 
sequences and pop culture refer¬ 
ences like when the team claims a 
ghost flung a man out of a window 
and an incredulous cop replies, 
“You mean, like Patrick Swayze?” 

Presumably they are saving a pot¬ 
ter’s wheel seduction involving a 
topless Hemsworth for the sequel.

Benz has safety bases covered 



By Mike Torpey 


THE majority of the most popular cars in 
Britain now offer five-star crash protec¬ 
tion - but standard fitting of autonomous 
emergency braking is still only available on 
half of them. 

Analysis by independent safety experts 
Thatcham Research confirms that five of 
the current Top 10 UK best-sellers now 
offer some level of AEB fitment as stan¬ 
dard. 

Worryingly though, only one - the 
Mercedes-Benz C-Class - has the crash 
prevention technology on every model and 
trim level in its range. 

Monitoring the road ahead using sensor 
and camera technology, AEB has been 
shown to reduce low-speed crashes by up 
to 40 percent by automatically braking to 
avoid a collision with another car or a 
pedestrian, if the driver hasn’t responded. 

But it is still not available on more than 
half of all new cars (52 percent) on sale in 
the UK and, says Thatcham chief Peter 
Shaw, the best-selling models need to be 
setting an example to change this. 

Shaw says: “It is right to acknowledge 
the achievements of car makers in provid¬ 
ing us with safe cars that offer excellent 
protection in the event of a crash, with 
eight of the top 10 best-sellers having Euro 


NCAP 5 star ratings. 

“However, preventing the crash from 
happening in the first place now must be 
the focus and that starts with having AEB 
as standard. 

“Prioritising fitment to the best-sellers will 
make the biggest contribution to reducing 
the number of crashes on our roads, as 
well as encouraging other car makers to 


follow suit.” 

The Mercedes-Benz C-Class has AEB as 
standard across its entire range, while the 
Volkswagen Golf and Nissan Qashqai also 
have commendable levels of standard fit¬ 
ment - 83 and 71 percent. 

At the other end of the spectrum, the 
Vauxhall Corsa - the UK’s second best¬ 
selling car - is not available with AEB at all 


and the number one best-seller, the Ford 
Fiesta, only offers the technology as an 
optional extra, and on only just over half 
the model range. 

“With combined sales of the Fiesta and 
Corsa totalling more than 100,000 in the 
first six months of this year, there’s a great 
opportunity to provide standard fit crash 
prevention for the masses,” says Shaw. 

Superminis are likely choices of car for 
young, inexperienced drivers who are 26 
times more likely to be involved in a crash. 

Yet, the size and price of a car do not 
have to be barriers to AEB fitment. 

Shaw adds: “Honda has shown that 
standard fit AEB safety at supermini price 
level is achievable, with the new Jazz hav¬ 
ing it across the entire range.” 

Shorter model replacement cycles may 
make it easier for car makers to upgrade 
their safety offer and Thatcham Research 
believes that they must take more advan¬ 
tage of these opportunities. 

“The new Fiesta is expected next year 
and gives Ford the opportunity to redress 
the balance by making AEB standard,” 
comments Shaw. 

“And having already shown with the 
Astra that it recognises the value of the 
technology, Vauxhall should be targeting at 
least a similar level of fitment on all future 
versions of its other models.”

BROWN HAS 
HIGH HOPES 
FOR BLUES 


Football 


SOUTHEND United manager 
Phil Brown believes the poten¬ 
tial influx of new faces at Roots 
Hall will help the Blues recover 
following a disappointing con¬ 
clusion to the last campaign. 

New signings Jason 
Demetriou and Jermaine 
McGlashan, along with several 
trialists, including former 
Newcastle United frontman 
Nile Ranger, appeared for the 
Blues in their opening pre-sea- 
son friendly at Great Wakering 
Rovers. Speaking to Yellow 
Sport, Brown felt the team 
needed freshening up after three 
tough seasons. 

“I don’t think we needed to 
change the mindset, quite sim¬ 
ply we needed to change the 
personnel,” he said. 

“I think that has been the key 
factor. If you look at why we 


finished poorly at the end of last 
season, as far as I’m concerned 
it was down to a number of 
things, but the main one was 
fatigue. The fatigue of three 
years constant football with no 
real rest. What I mean by no real 
rest is a play-off semi-final first 
year, play-off final second year, 
euphoria of promotion, hardly 
any rest whatsoever and a group 
of players that have been with 
me for three years. 

“The majority of them have 
been with me for three years. 

“People have still said it was a 
reasonable season, after 36 
games it was a reasonable sea¬ 
son, after that it wasn’t. It was¬ 
n’t changing the mindset, it was 
just changing one or two of the 
personnel, bringing in fresh 
bodies and starting again.” 

Brown is particularly pleased 
with new captures Demetriou 
and McGlashan, who both

played the opening 45 minutes 
of the Blues’ 7-0 win at 
Burroughs Park. 

“Jason and Jermaine wanted 
to show the fans for the first 
time that they were wearing a 


Southend shirt, and wearing it 
for the right reasons,” said 
Brown. 

“Where Jason is concerned, he 
is going into a right-back berth 
where we’ve already got two 
right-backs. 

“A lot of people might be 
questioning that, but with his 
quality and when it became 
apparent that he’d become avail¬ 
able, I jumped at the chance. 

“That improves the situation 
because it makes John White a 
better player. 

“Look at the situation where 
Luke O’Neil is concerned. He’s 
jumped one position ahead and 
he looked quite comfortable in 
there. 

“When quality players come 
around, you don’t let them fall 
by the wayside, you try to grab 
hold of them. Both of them have 
come in and I think they have 
improved us.” 


Whitlock takes London Open title again 


Athletics 


MAX WHITLOCK continued 
his dominance of the London 
Open by taking the all-around 
title for a fourth year in a row. 

The competition was the last 
trial to make the British team 
for the Rio Olympics and 
Whitlock did not disappoint in 
the battle for the Westminster 
Cup. 

Whitlock also learnt he will 
have the honour of having the 
competition’s Clayton Bolt 
renamed after him from next 
year, from when it will be 
known as the Whitlock Cup. 

The pommel world champion 


delivered incredible perfor¬ 
mances with high scoring fif¬ 
teens on floor and pommel as 
part of six clean rotations to 
take the overall title with a huge 
score of 91.200. 

Whitlock’s South Essex club- 
mate Brinn Bevan also contin¬ 
ued his remarkable bid for an 
Olympic spot with a score of 
88.200 after a clean run over 
his six routines, which included 
bronze medal-winning displays 
on pommel and parallel bars. 

Bevan, who broke his leg 
seven months ago, finished 
fourth and just 0.1 off a bronze 
to give himself a great chance 
of making the team for Rio 


when it was due to be 
announced on Tuesday, July 12. 

South Essex’s Reiss Beckford 
had a great day with only one 
mistake - a spectacular fall 
from the high bar - and fin¬ 
ished in eighth. 

Clubmate Jay Thompson, 
who is coming back from a torn 
Achilles and a dislocated 
elbow, competed on four pieces 
and showed grit with awesome 
routines for top 10 spots on par¬ 
allel bar, high bar and rings. 

Douglas Turnbull, 14, repre¬ 
sented South Essex in the 
Under-18s competition for the 
Loveday Trophy. 

He competed well against 


boys up to four years older than 
him with only one mistake dur¬ 
ing his parallel bars routine, 
and finished 18th with a score 
of 73.400. 

In the Clayton Bolt Under-14 
competition, Joshua 

Underwood had a fantastic 
competition and finished fifth. 

He also completed a great 
high bar routine which included 
a huge release and catch 
(Gienger) to claim a bronze 
medal. 

South Essex’s Luke Morrison 
was 12th and Drew Ladell pro¬ 
duced eye-catching routines on 
floor and vault.
